MINERS D IAW 
LAST PAY; TOTAL 
IS30JILLPS 


Will Serve as Strike Fund 
. 
to Continue General 


Suspension. 


Is Best Pay Received By 


Miners in Several 


1 
Months. 


Indianapolis, April 8.—Idle coal 


miner's of the country, starting to- 
day and continuing next week, re- 
ceive their last pay. estimated at 
$30,000,000 by union officials and re 
garded by them as a strike fund. 


The big wage distribution, an tan 


portant factor In the miner's ability 
to continue the general suspension of 
work that began a week ago on the 
order of the United Mine Workers 
of America, is for the final half of 
March, In all 15 working days. The 
big sum is several times the total 
cash of the union organizations, na- 
tional, state and local, and comes to 
the miners with an indefinite period 
of idleness ahead of them. It is the 
only big cash payment that will come 
during the suspension, the union war 
chest not permitting any general 
strike benefits. 


As most of the anthracite mines 


were kept on full time in March and 
the bituminous mines generally op 
erated almost two thirds of the time, 
the miners' last pay is among the 
best sums the men have received for 
several months.

Monday is pay day In Indiana and 


some other fields, but elsewhere it 
Is as late as Friday. 
More than 


$20,000,000 will be paid to the men 
In the districts, regarded as forming

For the 
anthracite miners, Mr 


Green estimated that $7,500,000 was 
due them for work between March

bituminous union fields, the wages 
due were estimated at $7,000.000, 
about half being to the men in cen 
tral Pensylvania and West Virginia 
From both the union and operators 
sources here, it was said that the 
miners would receive on the average 
of $50 to $60 each, with some opera 
tors estimating as much as $75 a 
man. 
On this 
basis, 
all of the 


union's half million members were 
counted as having worked during the 
last half of March and Mr. Green 
estimated the approximate appor- 
tionment of wages, now being paid, 
as follows:

money, particularly in Kentucky and 
Alabama, was said to be due men 
who are at work but it also was 
pointed out that non-union men par 
ticipation in the suspension have 
some wages due them.

Bureau of Engraving is 


Closed for Inventory 
and Further Dismissals 
Are Anticipated. 


Washington, D C , April 8.—Divi- 


sion of the bureau of engraving and 
printing, engaged in the production 
of bank notes, bonds and postage 
stamps, will be closed tonight for in- 
definite period for the purpose of 
taking an inventory of tne 
plant 


from which James L Wilmeth, and 
28 chiefs, superintendents and fore 
men were removed by presidential 
order -one week ago 


Decision to close at least the prin- 
cipal portion of the big plant, the 
largest of its kind in the world, was 
disclosed today as having followed a 
conference late yesterday between 
Louis Hill, the newly appointed di 
rector, division chiefs of the bureau 
and treasury officials 
The closing is 
to be effected under an order issued 
by Secretary Mellon of the treasury 
under which department the bureau 
operates. The purpose of the closing 
order as stated today by officials is 
to enable the taking of an inventory, 
the repairing of machinery used al 
most continuously since the entrance 
of the United States into the world 
war and to allow the transfer de 
partment of the burea to issue new 
steel plates such as are used in print- 
ing the nation's paper currency 
The inventory, it was said, will be 


undertaken by treasury accountants 
and department of justice agents. 
Hints also were given that during 
the closing the bureau would be fur- 
there reorganized or "Hardmgized," 
as one official put it. 
Installation of the new steel plates, 


it was said, will be for the purpose 
of preventing counterfeiting of the 
various bank notes arnj bonds print- 
ed in the plant as the wld plates had 
become so worn that it was found 
that the prints taken from them were 
comparatively easy to counterfeit. 


The bureau employs 6,000 persons 


and it was estimated that about 4 000 
would be affected by the closing. The 
total employes number about 1 500 
above the pre-war personnel and it 
was suggested in some quarters that 
during the suspension reduction to 
the pre war level would be brought 
about. 
Partial closing of the bureau. As- 
sistant Secretary of Treasury Wads 
worth declared, was decided upon to 
enable a quicker and more accurate 
inventory ot the stock The order, he 
said, affects only the divisions using 
paper and work of the other divisions 
will continue uninterrupted 
Inven- 
tory of the 
bureau's 
stock, 
Mr. 


Wadsworth declared will be complet- 
ed in a few days or a week at the 
outside, the committee 
beginning 
work tomorrow. 


The partial shut down he said 


would not affect the government's 
supply of paper money, stamps, or 
government securities as the bureau 
kep,t a large surplus stock on hand.

P. Day, prepared to go before a cor- 
oner's jury here today and seek to 
be judiciously absolved of the killing 
of Lieut. Colonel Paul Ward Beck 
on the ground that he slew in self 
defense while attempting to keep 
inviolate the sanctiety of his home 


Six men, setting as the jury will 
hear this afternoon from the lips of 
Day, 
wealthy attorney and 
oil 


man, and from his wife their swoin 
stones of the slaying 
And upon 
their testimony and other evidence 
brought out, will be assigned the 
responsibility in the tragedv. 


For Colonel Bec"< there will be 


none apparently to speak his testi 
mohy of what transpired at the Day 
hcme when he was slain Day and 
his wife are the only known wit 
nesses. There 
will be present his 


comrades, though who declaie they 
knew him as a gentleman, his supsr 
lors and subordinates, who testify 
to his clean reputation, gallantry in 
the air and his respect for women 


County Attorney Forrest Hughes 
has stated his belief that Mr Day 
thus far has not told all the truth 
and that Day 
killed 
Beck 
after 


seeing ".something that swept him 
off his feet"—a thing 
upon which 
any "red blooded Jury would ^ote 
an acquittal" A 
handkerchief in 


the clutched hand of the dead avia- 
tor, indicates that Beck had not 
been shot from the front, as Day 
alleges, the reported exclamation of 
Mrs Day "Oh my honor" shortly

PILOT DIES 


AFTER CRASH 


Both Machines Were Fol- 


lowing Rail Line and 
Mists Prevented Driv- 
ers From Seeing the 
Danger. 


Paris, April 8—E Duke, pilot of 


the English plane which crashed into 
a. French goliath on the Pans-London 
aerial express route yesterday, died 
in the hospital at Beauvais today 
without recovering consciousness. He 
was the only person m either ma- 
chine to survive the crash, and his 
death brought the total of those 
killed to seven. 


Low visibility caused by lowhang 


ing clouds and mist, is given as the 
primary cause of the catastrophe. 
Both pilots were flying low at the 
time, keeping the railroad tracks in 
sight so as not to lose their way, and 
this brought them together head on. 
The French company operating the 


Goliath which was carrvmg three 
passengers, has issued a statement de- 
claring that their pilots have perfect 
knowledge of the route, which they 
have been covering for a year. The 
British machine, owned by a new 
company, had only been in the Lon- 
don-Pans service three days. 
It seems certain that those In the 


Goliath saw the English machine at 
least some seconds before the crash 
was when the body of Mrs. Christo- 
pher Bruce Yule was found, a hand 
was pressed to her eyes as though 
to shut out the sight of the impend 
ing collision. 


Besides Mrs. Yule, the dead are: 
Her husband, who was a New 


York exporter, M B. Bouriez, an- 
other passenger. Pilot Mire, of the 
Ooliath, ami his mechanic and Pilot 
Duke and the cabin boy of the Eng 
lish machine.

If you would serve 
strawberries 
early in the season and make them 
go twice as far, here are a set of 
simple rules for jou to trj. 


Strawberry Fluff 


One cup strawberries, 1 egg white, 
I cup powdered sugar. 


Put sugar, berries and egg white 


in mixing bowl. Beat 20 minutes 
with a strong dover beater. Do not 
Crush the berries before adding to 
the other ingredients 
The beating 
is rather hard work, but the result 
is worth the effort. Serv e on sponge 
cake and top with a whole perfect 
berry. 


Strawberry Dip of Ice Cream 


One and one-half cups berries, 1 
cup sugar, 1 2 cup w ater 


Put sugar and water on to boil. 
Boil two minutes and add berries. 
Crush berries with a spoon and cook 
five minutes. 


Strawberry Sauce 
Five tablespoons 
butter. 3-4 cup 


powdered sugar, 1-2 teaspoon vanilla, 
1 cup beiries, 12 
cup whipping 
cream. 


Cream butter and beat in sugar 


and vanilla. The vanilla is used to 
bring out the flavor of the berries, 
but does not fla\or the sauce. Beat 
in berries, which ha\e been careful 
ly washed and dried between towels. 
Whip cream till stiff with a dover 
beater. Combine mixtures and serve 
at once on warm sponge cake or cot 
tage pudding. 
Strawberry Bisque 


One pint whipping cream, 2 cups 


berries (1 pint box), 1 cup powdered 
sugar. 


Whip cream till stiff. Wash and 
dram berries. 
Cut berries in small 
pieces and mix well 
with sugar. 


Fold berries in cream. Line a mold 
with plain vanilla cream and fill 
with strawberry mixture Pack m 
ice and rock salt and let stand three 
hours. 
Unmold and serve in slices 


.with one or two whole berries on 
the plate. 
This will serve 
eight 


persons 
Fresh Strawberry Pudding: 


One pint berries, 1 cup water, 3 


tablespoons cornstarch, 1 2 teaspoon 
salt, 3 4 cup sugar, eggs (whites). 
Wash berries and crush slightly 


Let drain. There should be one cup 
juice 
Put juice and water in a 


smooth sauce pan and bring to the 
boiling point. 
Dilute cornstarch in 


enough cold water to pour easily. 
Stir into boiling liquid 
Cook over 


hot water, stirring constantly for 
10 minutes. 


Add salt an.d sugar and the rest 


of the berries Keep hot over hot 
water and fold in the stiffly beaten 
whites of the eggs. Remove at once 
from the heat and pour into a mold 
dipped m cold water 
Chill 
and 


serve with boiled custard made of 
the yolks of the eggs 
Dandelion Salad.

lettuce, two

Wash and crisp dandelions as care- 


fully as lettuce. Mix salt, sugar and 
pepper with vinegar and beat in oil 
drop by drop Pour over greens and 
mix well. Serve with toasted cheese 
crakers 
This salad has much the 
taste of French endive. 
These are all simple old-fashioned 
recipes, but if carefully followed and 
painstakingly served the result is 
most satisfactory from every stand- 
point.

One cup prunes, 2 cups rhubarb, 1 
cup sugar, 18 teaspoon salt, 1 
orange,

Cook in the same water till tender.

Six eggs, cup milk, 1-2 teaspoon 
salt, 1-2 teaspoon pepper. 
Beat eggs until very light. Beat 


in milk, salt and pepper. Pour into 
buttered cups and bake half an hour 
in a pan set in hot water. 


Scalloped Onions and Celery 
One dozen onions, 1 head celery, 


2 tablespoons butter, 1 tablespoon 
flour, 1 cup milk, 1-2 teaspoon salt. 
1-4 teaspoon pepper. 


Dice and stew celery. Boil onions 


Dram both celery and onions. Put 
a layer of each in a buttered baking 
dish. Make a. sauce vvith the butter, 
flour and milk. Season wltn salt 
and pepper. Pour the sauce over the 
celery and onions, cover with coarse 
bread crumbs, dot with bits of butter 
and bake half an hour in a moderate 
oven.

ACCEPT DECREE 


Apia, British Samoa—The Samoans 


will accept as final the decision of 
Great Britain that the mandate Sa- 
moa cannot be removed from the 
control of Xew Zealand without a 
decision of the League of Nations, it 
was announced today by Chief Toe- 
lupe, leader of the house of native 
rulers, at a meeting. 
Great Britain's decision stated that 


the mandate had been granted Aus- 
tralia by the league as a reward for 
Xew Zealand's sacrifices in the war. 
It came in reply to a letter from 
former Kiog Malieto of Samoa, to 
the Xew Zealand minister of for- 
eign affairs, in which he stated that 
he was oposed to the petition from 
Samoan representatives in the local 
government that the mandate be 
remo\-ed because of the alleged wide- 
spread 
dissatisfaction among the 


Samoans with the administration by 
Xew Zealand.

The Bavarian press complains of

of alleged Prussian 
spies in Munish. The Prussian com- 
missioner of public order categori- 
cally denies that he has any agents 
in Bavaria but the Bayrische Staat 
Zeitung maintains that Prussian es- 
pionage in Bavaria is continuous and 
that reports are being constantly 
forwarded to Berlin. 


The Regensburp Anzeiger also pro- 
tests against Prussian interference 
in Bavarian affairs. This paper, the

truthfully be affirmed in very many 
instances.

would have speedily terminated, and 
who would have suffered much in- 
tense agony have been enabled by 
radium treatment to live foe many 
years in comparative comfort after 
all the known resources of medicine 
and surgery had been exhausted.

LEGAL POINTS FOR 


AUTOMOBILE OWNER 


Novel and Informative 


Court Decisions of In- 
terest to Motorists. 


(By SAMUEL WART.) 


Automobile accident policies con- 


tain a provision to the effect that in 
the event of a claim being made 
against the motorist for an accident 
within the terms of the policy, the 
insurance company may take over 
the defence of the suit against the 
'motorist. But if the judgment ren- 
dered against the motorist is for 
more than the amount of the policy, 
the insurance company's liability is 
limited to the face of ihe policy, and 
the motorist must pay the difference. 
In a New York case, where the pol- 
icy was for $5,000, a claim against 
the motorist for a large amount was 
defended by the insurance company. 
The suit resulted in a verdict lor 
$13,000 against the motorist. Upon 
the assurance of the company's at- 
torney, that an appeal would be 
taken, the motorist took no action 
for his protection. No appeal was, 
however, taken within the required 
time, due to the negligence of the 
company's attorney, and the motor- 
ist was compelled to pay the judg- 
ment. The company paid him the 
amount of the policy, but refused to 
pay more, and suit was brought by 
the motorist against the insurance 
company for 
the 
difference. 
The 


court held that the insurance com- 
pany could have defeated the claim 
if it could have shown to the satis- 
faction of the court that an appeal 
in the damage suit would not have 
resulted in a re\ ersal of, the verdict, 
but no proof of this was offered. A 
judgment was therefore awarded in 
faVor of the motorist. 


A civil suit for damages for the 
death of a sheriff recently "decided 
by the United States circuit court 
of appeals points out a novel appli- 
cation of the law of arrest as ap- 
plied to automobiles. 
' The facts of this case show that a 
motorist who was on a West Vir- 
ginia road was hailed by a sheriff 
who told him that he was under ar- 
rest by virtu© of a warrant which 
' the sheriff exhibited as the car ap- 


proached. 
It appears that this oc- 
currence was near the state line, and 
the motorist, 
instead of 
stopping 
and submitting to arrest, speeded up 
his car in an effort to get across the 
line. 
The sheriff jumped on the 
running board, and in a tussle which 
ensued for control of the wheel the 
car was driven against the side of a 
bridge and the sherff was killed. 
In deciding that the motorist was 
liable in damages to the relatives of 
the sheriff, the court pointed out 
that when the sheriff mounted the 
running board of the car. exhibiting 
his warrant, he had the legal custody 
of both the motorist and the car, so 
that the act of attempting to get 
across the line to render the arrest 
ineffective amoulted to a resistance 
against a lawfu larrest. On this 
ground the court decided It was im- 
material whose specific act caused 
the car to strike the bridge, thus 
eliminating from the case the con- 
tention of the motorist that the sher- 
iff caused the accident in attempting 
to get control of the car, 


A recent decision of the 
United 
States district court In Michigan is 
of especial nterest to manufacturers 
who supply part for the business of 
assembling cars, and tire makers.

assembling automobile parts tor a 
car of its own manufacture. The 
contract between the parties pro- 
vided that the tires and rims should 
remain the property of the tire com- 
pany, even after being attached to 
cars, until actually paid for, and the 
purchaser , agreed to maintain a 
special trust account 
for 
keeping 
separate that part of the price of all 
cars sold which represented the cost 
of tireg and 
rjms. 
The 
manufac- 
turer being subsequently declared a 
bankrupt, a contest ensued between 
the tire company and the trustee of 
the bankrupt court for the tires and 
rims on hand. 
The court held that under the 


broad provisions of the bankrupt law 
as now existing the tire company 
could not recover the material. 
The moral of this case is that the 
tire company should have recorded 
its agreement. This 
would 
have 


given it 
complete 
protection 
as 
against the creditors of the bank- 
rupt. Upon the same principle, a 
motorist who sells his car on time 
should have a recorded bill of sale 
or chattel mortgage covering the un- 
paid balance of the purchase money; 
in no other way can protection be 
obtained against the claims of the 
general creditors.

In a case just decided in New 
Tork, an insurance 
company re- 


fused to pay a motorist the amount 
which he had been compelled to pay 
for the death of a pedestrian due to 
the negligent operation of his car. 
The company's defense was that at 
the time of the accident the car was 
being driven by a child of the mo- 
torist who was under the legal age, 
and it contended that its policy was 
not intended to protect a motorist 
who permits his car to be driven in 
violation of law. The court refused 
to accept this view of the situation 
and required the company to make 
good the loss.

of automobiles is an element of in 
jury for which the jury may make 
an allowance in assessing damages 
in an automobile accident, according 
to a recent decision of the supreme 
court of the state of Washington.

Sofia.—Even King Boris' two sis- 


ters, the Princess Eudoxic and Na- 
deja will be obliged to contribute 
their share of work to the Bulgarian 
state under the new compulsory la 
bor law which required all women up 
to 30 years of age to give at least 10 
days of their time every year in use- 
ful work to the community. 


This ruling has been made by the 


stern peasant Premier, Alexander 
Stamboulisky, the moat 
powerful 


man in Bulgaria and maker and 
breaker-of kings. 


Bulgarian women, said the premier 


will be compelled to make garments 
and bed linen for hospitals, contrib 
ute useful labor to orphananges and 
asylums, help to care for the poor 
and so on. 
Girls under 20 years 


aid will be obliged tor a period of 
three months in each year to study 
domestic science and the useful arts 
so that they may become more pro- 
ductive factors to society and con- 
tribute to the common good. 


Premier Stam boulisky says that 


one of the causes of Bulgaria's rapid 
recovery from the war is the work 
done for the state by what is called 
here the volunteer labor army. He 
estimates the value of its work at 
380,000,000 levas (nominally worth 
about 19 cents each.) 


"The volunteer army has been an 


entire success," said M. Stamboul- 
isky. 
"It has build roads, streets, 


waterways, bridges, canals, ware- 
houses, schoolhouses and sanitary 
systems. 
It has drained swamps, 


tilled the land and planted trees." 
The Premier pointed out that Bul- 
garia now has a law prohibiting the 
sale of liquor at bars unless the 
voters decide they want it. 
"You 


see," he said, "we are 
following 


somewhat in the path of you Ameri- 
cans in regard to prohibition. Some 
day Bulgaria may be completely 
dry."

Moscow.—Russia is 
approaching 


her most dreaded season—the early 
spring—with the realization in gov- 
ernment circles that her first year 
of free trade under Communism has 
not filled her warehouses with sup- 
plies of food to tide her over until 
the next harvest. 


"With 
foreign 
aid, 
principally 


American, devoted largely to reliev- 
ing the terrible distress in the Volga 
and Ukraine famine regions, Rus- 
sia promises to be unable to feed 
the rest of her vast population dur- 
ing and spring and summer, and. ac- 
cording to official government pre- 
dictions, even next year's harvest 
probably will be bad. 


The early spring months, before 


the first harvest is in and when the 
sleigh traffic vanishes along with 
the snow and the thaw makes the 
highways impassable, will be the 
test, both for food and fuel. 
Even 


now with the roads • in good condi 
tion, Moscow, Petrograd and other 
large cities are short of food. 


The government warehouses may 
have enough to dole out to the Red 
Army and favored employes for some 
months. The rest of the population 
is dependent on food brought in by 
traders. 


Each spring for the 
past 
five 


years, however, a similar crisis has 
been met in some way. Foreign aid, 
grain from abroad, is now hoped for 
but not confidently expected by the 
Soviet leaders. 


The fuel shortage looms up even 


more prominently than the lack of 
food. 
The Donetz basin, Russia's 
great coal fields, showed increased 
yields during the winter, when by 
a special drive food was secured for 
the miners. Now, the famine in the 
Ukraine and the general lack of 
food and transportation elsewhere 
all have contributetd to cut down 
coal production again. Without food 
the miners cannot work. 


Similarly, in Siberia and Turke 


stan, according to the 
newspaper 


Economic Lif#, a lack of fuel is re 
sponsible for failure to move food to 
Central Russia. 


Owing to the lack of supplies in 


government warehouses, the number 
of persons rationel by the state has 
just been further reduced from 14,- 
000,000 to 11,000,000, including the 
Red army. 
Only these 11,000,000 in 


all Russia, receive the ration. AH 
others are dependent on their own 
meager harvests, if peasants, or in 
what they can buy, if city dwellers.
